Dealers Is the Change Which 
' Gives: Them Chance at Local 
Small Lot Business. ; 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., July 20.— 
(Special.)—“Nashville has already 
found a- way out of it,”” said one of 
the wholesale grain dealers here this 
morning as he was engaged in a dis- 
cussion of the knock-out for the re- 
billing privileges before the interstate 
commerce commission. “Nashville has 
a water rate, say from St. Louis, that 
will bring grain from the west into 
her markets and allow an equal freight 
footing with other cities for local bill- 
ing, and she will still have a 2-cent 
lead on all Georgia and anything south. 

“I saw that Nashville crowd laugh- 
ing over the merits of the fight Geor- 
Sians were making before the commis- 
sion,” thee Macon dealer went on. 
“They still have us on the bulk of the 
grain trade. The only gain we have. 
made is the change which gives us a 
chance at the local small-lot business 
in corn and oats. We get the lead on 
Our local trade as against Nashville, 
but seldom was there any considerable 
business of this character going out of 
the hands of Georgia jobbers. While 
We are happy that any change comes 
to better our trade conditions, we have 
not made much off Nashville. We will 
pretty nearly all of us still work from 
Nashville with a great deal of goods.” 


EXTRA MONTH’S PAY 
IS DENIED OFFICIALS 


The Urgent Deficiency Bill at 
Last Passed by the 
House. 


Washington, July 20.—The ‘urgent 
deficiency bill was passed by the house 
today after four days of tempestuous 
debate. The amount carried by it is 
$454,809, or $20,408 more than the orig- 
inal sum, and includes the $25,000 trav- 
eling expenses for the president. 

The session began calm enough, but 
as the day wore on the members got 
into a more or less surly mood, and 
this led to a succession of objections 
to amendment,s and to almost every 
one of the remaining paragraphs, some 
of which were sustained. 

After denying the usual extra 
month's pay to officers and employees 
of the capitol, the house threw out of 
the bill the allowance for extra work 
to committee stenographers, and then 
turned in and refused to carry out 
a mandate of the United States su- 
preme court for the payment to J. M. 
Ceballos & Co., of New York, of $205,- 
614. Finally, the democrats, led by 
Mr. Bowers, of Mississippi, sought to 
defeat the proposition for the payment 
of the president's traveling expenses, 
but in that they were unsuccessful. 

At 5:18 p. m. adjournment was taken 
until Friday. 


FIRE THREATENS MILLS. 


Eagle and Phoenix Dye House 
in Flames for Some Time. 


Columbus, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—

“It becomes the painful duty of the 
president of the Confederated South- 
ern Memorial Association to an- 
nounce the sad death of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Howell Jefferson Davis Hayes, 
which took place in Colorado Springs 
Sunday, July 18. 

“In the passing of this noble daugh- 
ter of President Davis, the last tie 
that united the women of the confed- 
eracy with the parent branch of the 
Davis family has been severed. 

“Mrs. Hayes was, in every sense, a 
true daughter of the south, and a 
worthy descendant of a grand sire.

There is little reason and less justice in 
our carrying the majority of the burdens of our children as well as 
our own.

It is well known that the Atlantic 
Coast Line. which enters Macon, owns 
the Louisville and Nashville road. 

The \ Louisville and Naghville road 
and the Atlantic Coast Lime are les- 
sees of the Georgia road, which runs 
a line from Augusta to Macon as well 
as from Augusta to Atlanta. 

The Georgia road owns the controll- 
ing tnterest in the Atlanta and West 
Point road, the purchasirgs road in 
question, and a half-interest in the 
Western of Alabama, which operates 
between West Point, Ga., and Mont- 
gomery, Ala., where a connection is 
made with the Louisville and Nashville 
road operating into New Orleans. 

The entry of the West Point into 
Macon would not only give Macon a 
new line to the southwest through La- 
Grange and Montgomery and to the 
'north and west through Atlanta, but it 
would give the Coast Line and the 
' Louisville and Nashville a valuabie 
link, which would doubtless haul a 
heavy traffic. The Coast Line con- 
nects with the Georgia at Augusta. 
The Georgia has a branch touching 
Macon, so that the acquisition of the 
Macon and Birmingham Dy the West 
Point would mean a new continuous 
line across the state for the #ailroads 
affiliated with the Coast Line-Louis# 
ville and Nashvillé interests. By ar- 
rangements with the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah, which connects with the

‘Glynn Commissioners Propose 


to Preserve Splendid Shell 
Roads of County. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)— 
That Glynn county’s commissioners 
propose to preserve the shelled roads, 
as far as possible, is shown by the 
unanimous indorsement by that body 
of a bill now before the legislature 
to prohibit log carts from using the 
public improved roads of this county. 
Already the severalg@lumber men who 
have mills in the county are prepar- 
ing to fight the bill, and entertain high 
hopes of killing it. 

The bill is sweeping in its charac- 
ter, and prohibits the use of the coun- 
ty roads not only by the logging carts, 
but also by tract or engines of any 
other vehicle hauling logs along the 
roads, so as to injure the roads or 
bridges. Provision is made for parties 
having to use the road applying for a 
permit, and giving a bond for the 
proper care of the roads and the pay- 
ment of damages for injures te the 
roadbed. 

The fight against the bill will be 
met, it is said, by a strong petition 
signed by hundreds of Glynn county 
citizens, who aré a unit on keeping the 
paved roads up to the high standard 
which Superintendent Higginbotham 
has maintained for several years. The 
thirty automobile owners of the. city 
are aiding in the circulation of the 
petition, which is headed by Commis- 
sioner Townsend, one of the strongest 
advocates of good roads in this part of 
the state.

Wants $200 From Southern 
Road for Moving Two Cars. 


Athens, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—The 
United States government, through 
District -Attorney F:.

-WAITING FOR MORGAN 
TO SETTLE QUESTION 


Steel Dividend. 


ket today might be said to have been 
waiting on the return of J. P, Morgan, 
whose arrival from Europe is expected 
tomorrow. The aggressive pushers of 
the recent advance in United States 
Steel were disturbed by a suggestion 
that the expected tncrease in the divi- 
dend had not been determined on and 
might be considered as improbable. 
This was taken to mean that some of 
the interests in the property believe in 
postponing the contemplated increase 
in the rate of disbursement until the 
working-off orders, teken at deep cut 
in prices, which went into effect on 
February, may open the way to Dbusi- 
ness on a more profitable basis. The 
rumor of the intended postponement 
© the dividend increase was accompa- 
nied by the argument that a favorable 
statement of earnings and of prospects 
officially made, might be relied on to 
have ase much sustaining effect on the 
price of the stock as an actual in- 
crease in the dividend. Holders of 
United States Steel above 70 doe not 
view with equanimity the prospect of 
continuing to hold the stock ona 2 
per cent dividend basis, and even the 
suggestion of a 3 per cent rate léaves 
a lack of assurance among recent spec- 
ulative buyers. Among these the as- 
sumption has been that J. P. Morgan 
had committed himself to the advo- 
caly of a policy of increased dividends 
in connection with the negotiation to 
introduce United States Steel to the 
Paris bourse. The stock which was 
taken by the French syndicate in 
preparation for the Paris listing hag 
never been offcially accounted for in 
the later stages of the interrupted ne- 
gotiation, but the common assump- 
tion amongst speculative operators in 
United States Steel is that it is stil) 
held by the syndicate. The dragging 
tendenoy of United States Steel proved 
an obstacie to the efforts to advance 
prices and more than once pulled the 
market back after it had set out for 
higher levels. Besides the desire to 
await Mr. Morgan's appearance in New 
York, the persistence of labor troybles 
in the tinplate and steel car branches 
of the industry had proved greater 
than was expected, and a favorable 
outcome for the contention of the cor- 
porations is not so confidently looked 
for. Interest attached to the hews that 
the Union Pacific had sold its §10,- 
000,000 holdings for Atchison preferred 
to a syndicate under the direction of 
its own bankers. The inference to be 
drawn from this transaction were 
greater subjects of surmise than the 
operation itself. No information was 
forthcoming ae to the intention of the 
company in disposing of the proceeds 
of this sale. That their investment 
was intended was the supposition prev- 
alent and this opened up an inviting 
field of speculative conjecture. Union 
Pacific sold % higher than its former 
record. The special strength of the 
Rock Island stock was read age a mark 
of the identity of one element active 
in the speculative rather than as any 
sign of developments bearing on this 
property. The time money market held 
its firm tone and foreign exchange rose 
sharply, giving color to predictions 
that further large shipmeasats of gold 
to Argentina remained to be made.

Caused July Wheat to Decline 
‘More Than One Cent. : 
Corn Strong. 


Chicago, July 20,—Perfect weather 
for the harvesting and movement of 
the néw crop caused a further slump 
in the price of wheat for July de- 
livery on the board of trade today. The 
more distant deliveries, however, were 
strong on talk of damage by hot 
weather in the northwest. At the close 
the July delivery showed a net loss of 
1 1-8¢c, while other options were 3-4 
to' 1 gent higher. Corn and oats closed 
stro and provisions steady. 

Wheat for July delivery was under 
heavy selling pressure almost the en- 
tire day, and at the low point— 


the closing figure of the previous ses- 
sion. Other deliveries, however, were 
in good demand, the greater part of 
the session, and at the top were 1 to 
1 1-8c above the final quotations of 
yesterday. The feature of trading in 
the July delivery was the heavy sales 
by a leading long, which induced con- 
siderable selling by smaller holders. 
The selling was prompted by the con- 
tinued favorable conditions for har- 
vseting in the winter wheat belt, and 
the constantly increasing volume of 
new wheat being marketed as a result 
of the clear weather, present and pros- 
pective. Declines in the price of cash 
grain here and in the southwest also 
added to bearish sentiment in the July 
option. Reports were received from 
Minneapolis claiming that the growing 
crop in South Dakota and Minnesota 
was in danger of damiage by rust, 
6wing to hot, sultry weather. These 
advices were chiefly responsible for 
the strength of the future deliveries. 

Rumors of inquiry to the new crop 
by hot weather in Jowa and Kansas 
caused heavy buying of corn—particul- 
arly the September  delivery—which 
|resuited in a strong market through- 
out the entire day. The market was 
also bullighly affecteg by a material 
improvement in eastern demand for the 
cash grain. A prominent commission 
house was a leading buyer. The mar- 
ket clased strong, with prices 7-8 to 
1 5-8c above yesterday’s final figures.
